• FIMO Blue will see an increase of 9.5% for individual plans and 9.4% for family plans. 

• The Flarvard Pilgrim Flealth rate, which is premium, is increasing by 4.1%. 

• The Medexplan, which provides for the majority of our Medicare eligible retirees, is only increasing by $.30 or .01% due to 
an increase in the administrative charges. 

There was discussion on joining the GIC and Mr. Sullivan is continuing to work with the Union members in jointly 
addressing this important issue. The deadline for joining the GIC is December 1, 2009 to be effective July 1, 2010.

NEW BUSINESS 


Mr. Sullivan reported that the state has reduced aid to Arlington this year with next year to be even worse. Meanwhile health care 
costs are increasing and the state refuses to help. He recommends a vote by the Selectmen to send a letter to legislators requesting 
more state aid help. 

Mr. Hurd moved that the Town Manager author a letter requesting help. SO VOTED (5-0) 

Mr. Sullivan will circulate the letter to the Selectmen prior to sending. 

Mrs. Mahon and Ms. LaCourt discussed the HlNl effect on the current policy of a doctor’s note for employees who are out 2 to 
3 days. Mr. Sullivan said he would investigate the National League of Cities policy and report back. 

Mrs. Mahon stated that in response to lower state aid and the possibility of the loss of 60-100 jobs in the Town that these job 
losses be across the board from the front lines to management. 

Mrs. Mahon requested the Town Manager to report back on “pay as you throw” 2008 warrant article requirements. 

Mrs. Mahon requested clarification on Town email accounts and final word on retention policy of emails. 

Ms. LaCourt and Ms. Rowe discussed that although Arlington is a community with different opinions, it is still a great community 
where people can disagree but still stay strong as a community as a whole. Mr. Greeley stated that instead of “Arlington Now” it 
should be “Arlington One”. In this hard economic time everyone should move together and forward with a new spirit. 

Mr. Greeley stated there would be a Budget Revenue Task Force Meeting before the next Selectmen’s Meeting starting at 6:00 
o’clock. A 5-year plan will be discussed, along with deficit figures for the Town. He recommends that all involved show up and 
come together to work cooperatively to discuss plans for the next five years. 

Mr. Hurd moved to adjourn at 10:25 PM. SO VOTED (4-0) 

Mrs. Mahon left a few minutes earlier.
